Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  state  of 
the  Public  Health  in  Redditch  Urban  District  for  the  year  ending  31st. 
December  196?. 

VITAL  STATISTICS:  T^ere  was  a  further  small  increase  in  the  population. 

The  birth  rate  was  lower  than  in  the  previous  year •  There  were  664  live 
births  compared  with  756  in  1966*  There  were  only  10  still  births,  a 
decrease  of  four  over  1966.  The  illegitimacy  rate  was  also  lower  than  in 
the  previous  year,  the  percentage  of  illegitimate  live  births  to  total 
births  being  5 #8%  (7*3%  in  1966). 

The  number  of  infant  deaths  was  16  (8  in  1966).  Of  these  l4 
were  neo-natal  deaths  i.e.  in  the  first  four  weeks,  and  most  of  them  were 
associated  with  prematurity  or  congenital  abnormalities.  The  total  number 
of  deaths  was  361  (365  in  1966).  As  in  the  previous  year  diseases  of  the 
heart  and  circulation  accounted  for  the  highest  proportion  of  deaths. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

Of  the  530  cases  of  notifiable  disease  (other  than  tuberculosis) 
507  were  cases  of  measles.  It  is  hoped  that  the  introduction  of  measles 
vaccination  will  greatly  reduce  the  number  of  cases  of  this  disease  m  the 

future  « 


There  was  a  fall  in  the  number  of  cases  on  the  tuberculosis 
register  from  228  in  1966  to  217  in  1967* 


IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

The  figures  show  an  improvement  on  the  previous  year,  but  I 
do  think  that  parents  should  be  constantly  reminded  of  the  facilities 
available  for  protecting  their  children  against  diphtheria,  tetanus, 
whooping  cough  and  poliomyelitis. 

With  the  exception  of  8  cases  of  whooping  cough  there  were 
no  cases  of  these  diseases  notified  in  Redditch  during  1967,  but  if  this 
satisfactory  state  of  affairs  is  to  be  maintained  a  high  rate  of 
immunisation  is  necessary. 


It  is  only  the  older  members  of  the  population  who  will 
remember  the  misery  and  the  fatalities  caused  in  the  past  by  these 
unpleasant  diseases. 

STAFF:  For  several  months  of  the  year  there  was  no  full  time  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  and  credit  is  due  to  Mr.  G.  H.  Champion,  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector,  his  Deputy  Mr.  A.  Summer field,  and  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of 
the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  excellent  work  during  a  difficult 
period.

Water  is  supplied  throughout  the  district  by  the  East  Worcestershire  Water¬ 
works  Co.  8  samples  of  mains  water  were  taken  for  analysis,  which  were  satisfac 
tory . 


Of  the  12,086  occupied  premises  in  the  district  99 •7/->  have  a  mains  supply 
and  only  36  premises  are  using  wells. A  mains  extension  was  carried  out  during 
the  year  to  enable  the  wells  for  12  houses  to  be  abolished.  These  houses  were 
transferred  from  the  Bromsgrove  R.D.C.in  April  and  water  samples  from  the  wells 
were  found  to  be  grosely  polluted. 

As  a  result  of  the  slum  clearance  programme  stand  pipes  have  been  eliminated 
in  the  Redditch  Urban  District.
